Dear  Mr. President : 

 

In  accordance with  Art icle II, Sect ion 17 of the Maryland Const itu t ion , today 

I have vetoed Sena te Bill 338 – Estates and T rusts – E lective S hare – 

Extension  of T im e for Making Election . 

 

This bill au thor izes a  surviving spouse, with in  the per iod provided for  

making an  elect ion  to take an  elect ive share of the deceased spouse ’s esta te 

and to file with  the cour t  a  pet it ion  for  an  extension  of t ime with  a  copy given 

to the persona l representa t ive.  Th e bill repea ls the limita t ion  tha t  the cour t  

may grant  such  an  extension  only before t he expira t ion  of the t ime in  which  

to make the elect ion . 

 

House Bill 329, which  was passed by the Genera l Assembly and signed by 

me, accomplishes the same purpose.  Therefore, it  is not  necessa ry for  me to 

sign  Sena te Bill 338.
